PRESIDENT WILL 
CONVENE. CONGRESS 


Extra Session to Be Called to Meet 
in October or in No- 
vember. 


CUBA AND THE FINANCES 


Those Are the Subjects on Which 
Roosevelt Wants Speedy Leg- 
islation Enacted. 


OYSTER BAY, R. 1. Aug. 13.—President 
Roosevelt's conference with the members 
of the sub-committee of the Senate finance 
committee was not concluded until the 
emall héurs of this morning. The whole 
subject of financial legislation at the ap- 
proaching session of Congress was dis- 
cussed thoroughly. 

The committee, consisting of Senators 
Aldrich, chairman; Platt (Conn.), Allison 
und Spooner, did not present even a tenta- 
tive draft of a currency Dill to the Presi- 
dent, although some _ propositions, which 
subsequently may be embodied in the 
measure, were reduced to concrete form. 
No definite conclusions as to the shape of 
the proposed lIgislation were reached. The 
conference related rather to methods of 
procedure in the work at hand than to 
form of the legislation. At 7:0 o'clock 
this morning the members of the commit- 
tee loft Sagamore Hill. boarded their yacht, 
the Vergena, and sailed for Providence on 
their return to Senator Aldrich’s home. 

One fact of distinct importance was de- 
veloped at the conference. While an ex- 
traordinary session of Congress next fall 
is assured, it has not been determined 
definitely whether it will be calted to meet 
in October or in November. It has been 
Supposed that the extraordinary’ session 
would convene on Monday, Nov. 9, but 
the indications now are that it will be 
called for an carlier date, perhaps several 
weeks ecarlier. 

The primary purpose ie the extraordinary 
session will be to enact legislation mak- 


ive the Cuban reciprocity treaty, 
but financial legislation also will be 
pressed upon the attention of Congress 
goon -after it convenes. 
can be said that the senate finance 
committee will draft no measure formally 
and conclusively until consultations shave 
been held with otfier members of the sen- 
ate—Democrats as well as Republicans— 
with members of the house and with the 
best authorities on finance in the country. 
It is the desire of the committee te be 
constantly in touch with the Prasident. 
with other senators, with members of the 
house, with bankers of the West as well: 
as those of the Dast and with country 
bankers as well as city bankers, so that a 
plan of legislation may be formed by the 
opening of the extraordinary session of 
congress. 

It is the hope of the committee to de- 
vise a genuinely elastic currency system— 
a system that will expand when the neces- 
sity shall arise, and contract when the 
necessity shall have ceased to exist. 

penator Aldrich when asked by an Asso- 
clated Press reporter with reference to the 
visit of the Senators to the President, sald: 

“ahe republican members of the sub- 
committee of the senate finance committee 
who recently met for an informal cofifer- 
ence at Warwick, R. I.. talked with the 
President about financial conditions and 
the need of legislative changes. No Dill 
has been deafted or agreed on and none will 
be until after the fullest consultation with 
our democtatic associates of the § sub- 
committee and all the members of the 
finance committee. It is, however. our 
purpose to have a bill in readiness for 
presentation to the senate before the be- 

inning of the extra session, if. one shall 

e called in October or November. We 
are hopeful that a bill can be agreed upon 
and reported that will receive the approval 
of both houses of congress ar afford 

ipeupt and efficient relief to the business 

nterests of the whoie country.’

For 48 Hours Earl Reid’s Jaws Were 


Locked by the Dreaded 
Disease. 


SERUM WAS USED SPARINGLY 


Wound From Blank Cartridge Wad 
Took an Unusually Long Time 
in Developing. 


Earl Reld, aged 18, son of E. F. Reid, 
living at 4856 Easton avenue, is pronounced 
out of danger from an attack of tetanus 
caused by a wound from a blank cartridge 
pistol, received July 3. 

Tetanus antitoxin serum is given 
credit for saving the boy from death. 

Ten cents was the price paid for the pis- 
tol, which was bought at an Easton ave- 
nue hardware store. With it were pur- 
chased three boxes of cartridges, costing 
10 cents each. Two boxes were fired with- 
out an accident, but as the plstol was 
being .joaded from the third box a giyl 
struck young Reid's arm and thé pistol 
was discharged. 

The wad lodged in the 
left hand. He-was taken almost immedi- 
ately to a physician, who dressed the 
wound, without removing the wad. 

Two weeks after the injury. Earl. 
plained that his hand still. hurt. him 
he was taken to Dr. Henry Jacobsen, 
made an examination and extracted the 
wad. No symptoms of tetanus had ap- 
peared up to this time, but a few days 
later the child showed signs of extreme 
nervousness, and within ‘two days his 
muscles began -to stiffen 

He was at once placed in a dark room 
and none allowed to enter except the: nurse 
and physician. The antitoxin was injected 
as soon as the stiffening of the. muscles 
appeared, but only In small quantities. Ten 
cubic centimetres were given at. intervals 
of six hours until the muscles began to 
lose their rigidity, when the period was 
lengthened to 24 hours, 


Less Used Than 
at Hospital. 


Earl's jaw was locked for 48 hours, dur- 
ing which time spasmis appeared and treat- 
ment with sedatives was added to serum 
injections. During this period of spasms, 
even the air from an open window caused 
convulsions, as did the vibration caused 
by passing street cars. 

During tne treatment of this case, only 
®) cubic centimeters of serum were used, 
while in some cases at the City Hospital 
more than 1990 were injected. The serum 
was of the same quality as that used at the 
hospital. 

Aug. 2 did the child's muscles 
relax so that his parents were allowed. to 
talk to him and sit by his bedside. 

During the worst convulsions the boy's 
back wag bent like a bow, so that the 
ag of the body rested on the head and 
heels 

One of the remarkable features of this 
2489 Was the long time that elapsed be- 
tween the injury and the appearance of the 
tetanus symptoms.

HRUST INTO JAIL 


| Neighbors Say Bertha Hollingsworth 


Did Not Intend to Com- 
mit Theft. 


TOOK SHOES SHE ADMIRED

Residents of Fieldon Hasten to Jer- 
seyville and Give Bond for 
Her Release. 
ff Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JERSEYVILLE, Ul., Aus. 13.—The arrest 
and imprisonment of 18-year-old Bertha 
Hollingsworth of Fieldon for the theft of 
a pair of low-cut patent leather shoes, 
which she admired for their beauty and took 
while she was barefootec, nas causec more 
feeling than that village has known for 
months. 

The girl is the oldest of 11 children. Her 
father has become crippled by illness, and 
has not been able to work for three menths. 
The family is poverty stricken and has 
been supported by the charity of neighbors. 

Tuesday afternoon Bertha Hollingsworth, 
poorly clad, entered the general merchan- 
dise store of Frank Rowden, saw the shoes 

thich Rowden had bought for his wife in 
St. Louis lying on the counter and took 
them. 

Wednesday afternoon she was arrested at 
her home andthe shoes were recovered. 
She had not worn them. She was driven 
12 miles tc Jerseyville. taken before Justice 
of the Peace John H. Brown, bound over 
to the grandjury for larceny, and sent to 
jail to await the convening of court in 
September. It was supposed that at that 
time she would be sent to the house of 
correction. 

When Fieldon people heard of the girl's 
plight they were aroused. The 10 other 
children of the Hollingsworth family range 
in age from 16 vears down to 1 month. 
Bertha was the chief help of her hard- 
workirg mother. 

Thursday morning Jed Reddish, 
the wealthiest farmers of _ the 
hitched up his horses. called for the girl s 
father. drove hurriedly for 13 miles to "Jer- 
seyville, gave bail for the girl and took her 
back to her family. ; 

Rertha’s sole explanation of the theft of 
the shoes is that she thought they were 
pretty. She had never before taken any- 
thing that did not belong to her. The 
residents of Fieldon says she did not know 
she was doing wrong.

CAMP IS IN CITY LIMITS 


Director Taylor Says Only Contract 
Was a Remark He Made to 
Johz R. Butler. 


President David R. Francis of the 
World's Fair and Director of Works Taylor 
will confer with the building committee of 
the World's Fair in regard to the bill for 
$2400) presented by the Excelsior Hauling 
Co. for removing garbage from the Expo- 
sition site. 

Mr. Taylor explained to the Post-Dispateh 
Thursday morning how the Excelsior com- 
pany began hauling garbage from the 
World's Fair. 

About a year ago, he said, he met John 
R. Butler, president of the company. 

“What are you going to do with the gar- 
bage out there?’’ asked Butler. 

“Why, | guess you better haul it away,” 
said Mr. Taylor. 

That, according to the director of works, 
was the only contract ever entered into 
between the World's Fair and the Excel- 
sior Hauling Co. 

The next day 
came and removed 
the laborers’ camps. A line drawn 


through the Agricultural butiding di- 
vides that part of the World's Fair 
Grounds which is in and outside of the 
city limits. At the time the Excelsior 
Co..s Wagons began to visit the Fair 
site there were considerable more men 
camped inside this line than now. Many 
of them have since moved back. but the 
company has continued to remove the 
garbage. 

Two months ago the Excelsior Co. sent 
in its bill for $2400. The bill was filed 
away.

Its 
wagons do not go into the parks and 
places of that character, he declares, and 
the old fair grounds management has 
paid an extra fee for the removal of its 
refuse.

PRINTERS’ UNION CRITICIZED.

AVOIDS HABEAS CORPUS WRIT 


Accounts of Nine Years Will Be Gone 
Over by Lexow Committee 
of Supervisors. 


County Clerk George K..Thomas of St. 
Clair Coufity, with the assistance of. Depu- 
trer Ren i getting his books 
ready for the inspection of an expert ac- 
countant and auditor, who are to be em- 
ployed by the Lexow committee which his 
been appointed by the county board of 
supervisors to iqvestigate his office. 

Mr. Tomas says he will afford the com- 
mittee and their experts every facility 
for the expeditious and complete review of 
all of his records. 

According to the friends of Mr. Thomas 
the investigation is the outgrowth of a 
feud which has been in effect for a good 
while between Mr. Thomas and the Citl- 
zens party of East St. Louis. 

Ever since Mr. Thomas, as a member of 
the board of tax review, raised the East 
St. Louis assessments there has been feel- 
ing between him and the leaders of the 
Citizen's party. 

For two years Mr. Thomas has been re- 
ceiving anonymous letters threatening that 
investigation of his office would be the re- 
sult of his continued course of opposition 
to the Citizens’ party’ He has a bundle of 
these letters. They are all written and 
the diction 's good. All of them are with- 
out signature. 


Declare He Failed 
to Make Reports. 


The resolution which led to the Appoint- 
ment of a committee of investigation was 
introduced at the last meeting of the board 
by Supervisor T. E. Dempsey of East Bt. 
Louis. Mr. Dempsey was the Citizens’ 
party candidate for judge of the city court, 
in opposition to Silas Cook. at the last elec- 
tion.

He says it was not done 
because of the greater simplicity of paying 
witnesses direet from the county clerk's of- 
fice. He insists that the variation has 
been simply in the matter of office routine, 
and that the county hes not been injured 
by the system In vogue. 

It is expected that the investigation will 
consume several weeks, as the records of 
the past nine years will be gone over.

Signs That Presage 


the Hurricane. 

Preceding the catastrophe in September, 
three years ago, the barometer commenced

inches. The barometer fell rapidly from 
noon until 8.:30 p. m. of the 8th, when it 
registered 28.48 inches, a fall of pressure 
of about 1 inch in elght one-half hours. 
After 8:30 p. m. the barometer rose at the 
same rapid rate that had characterized 
the fall on the afternoon of the Sth, and 
the wind blew 84 miles an hour. 


Origin and Track 
‘of the Storm. 


The origin and track of the hurricane 
now moving landward are much the same 
as the storm of 1900. 

On Sept. 1, 19%, the storm gathered in 
Jatitude 15 south, longitude 70 west. It 
moved slowly to the northwest. It was a 
storm of at ferocity, born Of the trade 
winds and tidal currents. On the morning 
of Sept. 4 tt was apparently central south 
of Cuba, in latitude 22 north, longitude 5) 
west. The pressure then began to fall, 
and heavy tropical rains began in the West 
Indies. On that same day the direction 
of the storm changed to a more northerly 
course, gathering force as it went. 

By Sept. 5 it had passed over western 
Cuba and it tackled the Florida straits. 
High winds were then prevalent over 
western Cuba and. south Florida. The 
storm center remained over a_ position 
which rendered it probable that it would 
make a recurvature north-northeast. but 
the storm swept westward, bringing with 
it the waves of the (iulf of Mexico, till it 
struck Galveston, then made a curve and 
struck the great lakees. On Sept. 12 the 
remnants of the storm were rushing up 
the St. Lawrence Valley. 


Agony of Persons 


in Storm’s Path. 

It is impossible to imagine a greater 
strain upon human endurance than that 
imposed by a hurricane. The agony of walt- 
ing is terrible. For hours, perhaps days, 
before it comes the people know that it is 
coming. The weather bureau warns therm, 
the barometer steadily falls, the atmos- 
phere becomes close, a heavy swell arises 
on the sea, and finally the wind begins to 
blow in heavy, intermittent gusts. Ominous 
gray clouds, thick with storm mists, spread 
themselves over the horizon. Ships in har- 
bor hurriedly put out to the open ocean, 
electing always to fight the storm fiend in 
a spacious arena. 

Then finally the storm bursts in terrible

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IRISH LAND BILL 
GOES TO THE KING 


Measure Has Passed Parliament and 
Needs Only the Royal Assent 
to Become a Law, 


BUYING OUT THE LANDLORDS 


Under the Plan the Government Puts 
Up the Money for the Tenant 
to Become the Owner. 


LONDON, Aug. 13.—The House of Lords 
today agreed to the Irish land bil] in the 
form finally approved by the House of 
Commons. The latter house yesterday ac- 
cepted all the amendments save two unim- 
portant ones, added to the bill by the lords. 
The measure now only awaits the roy,l as- 
sent to become law. 

The Irish land bill proposes in brief: 

1. Zo buy out the landlords. 

2. The government will advance the 
price to the tenants. The tenants will pay 
3% per cent per annum on the advance. 

J. Lhe bill offers a free grant of $60,000,- 
000 to be applied chiefly as a bonus to the 
landlords over and above the market value 
of their interest in the land. 

4. The debt of the government will be 
paid off by a terminable annuity of seven- 
eignths of the interest payments. 

o The land then becomes the absolute 
property of the holder, subject to a perpet- 
ual rent charge of one-eighth of the origi- 
payments.

BILL OF GRIEVANCES 


Following are the specific charges 
made by members of the Business 
Men’s League in their petition to 
the executive committee of the 
league for relef from the present 
freight congestion in the St. Louis 
terminals: . 

1. That shipments of goods in and 
out of St. Louis have been greatly 
hampered for some time by lack of 
adequate terminal facilities, oausing 
delay and heavy financial loss to 
mercha@Ats and manufacturers. 

2. That the difficulties resulting 
from these conditions recur with 


greater frequency every year. 

3. That the increase in terminal 
facilities during the past ten years 
has not been proportionate to the 
increase in the commerce of St. 
Louls. 

4. That unless relief is secured 
before the World's Fair the increase 
in passenger business will then cause 
greater congestion of freight and 
more trouble than ever. 

The demand of the petition is that 
steps be taken by the Business 
Men's League at once to secure re- 
lief from the conditions described 
“with the further object in view that 
railroad lines deliver in St. Louis 
all freight intended for St. Louils.”’

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Collection of Garbage, Done by Private Contractor, Is Super- 
vised by the Street Cleaning Department and Rigid 


Rules of Operation Are Enforced. 


The deficiences in the St. Louls system of cellecting and reducing garbage are 
most strikingly exemplified when contrasted with the methods in vogue in other lead- 
ing cities of the United States. 

In Washington, D. C., the collection of garbage is made by a private contractor 
under the direct supervision of the superintendent of street cleaning, whose deputics 
weigh, check and examine every load of garbage collected before it is consigned to 
the reduction works. 

The contractor is required to discharge any employe who abuses a citizen, asks 
money from a citizen or is intoxicated while on duty. 


Garbage Methods in Washington. 

The Civic Improvement League's sanitation committee, which has been gathering 
garbage statistics from many cities, has prepared the following report on the Wash- 
ington system: 

“For some years past Washington has had a system of garbage collection and dis- 
posal which the officials regard as being nearly perfect and which gives general sat-

boarding houses, commission warehouses, hotels, restaurants and other places where 
garbage is accumulated are required to provide themselves wtth sufficient meta] re- 
ceptacies to contain all the garbage which may accumulate on their premises during 
the usual intervals between collections. The receptacles must always be kept water- 
tight and in good repair, and each must have a tight cover provided with a handle. 
Nothing can be placed in these receptacles except the refuse of animal and vegetable 
matter which has been used or intended for food. These receptacles must be covered 
et all times, and must be placed each day when garbage collections are made in such 
& position as to be easily accessible to the garbage collector. As most of the residents 
of Washington have alley entrances it is an easy matter to keep the garbage recep- 
tacle where they can easily be found by the collectors, and where they wif not be 


in sight from the street. 


Rules for Cleanliness Are Enforced 

“The contractor is required to keep his wagons clean, and as the collectors drive 
through alleys over most of their routes there is very little of offensive odors in the 
atreets from the garbage wagons. The collectors start out on their respective routes 
at 6:30 o’clock in the morning and are thus able to clear away all of the garbage in 
the early part of the day. When a wagon has been filled it is driven to the trans- 
fdr station and weighed by a city weighmaster. It is then driven alongside of a 
flat car where, by means of a steampower hoisting engine, the body of the wagon is 
lifted off and placed on the car and an empty tank which, after having been emptied 
at the factory has been thoroughly scalded out, is Nfted on to the wagon. 

‘Each of the specially designed cars, which are owned by the contracting com- 
pany, holds 20 wagon tanks, When a train of cars has been loaded they are hauled 
to Cherry Hill, Va., about twenty-eight miles down the Potomac river, where the 
mammoth reduction plant of the company is situated. The tanks of garbage on ar- 
riving at the plant are lifted by’steam power to the second story of the works, where 
they are emptied, scalded out with hot water and replaced on the car to be returned 
to the city. 

“Before the present contract was made the District of Columbia paid $57,000 a year 
for the removal of garbage. Under the present contract, which runs for five years, 
from Dec. 1, 1910, the Washington Fertilizer company, of which M. M. Parker is 
president, and which is composed principally of Washington stockholders, receives 
$51,600 a year for the removal of the garbage. 


City Saves Largely by This Contract. , 
“Inder its contract the company is req ulred to pay a rebate of 50 cents a ton for 


all garbage collected in excess of 20,00 tonsin any one fiscal year. For the present 
fiscal year, if estimated that the excess will be about thirteen thousand six hun- 


dred tons, which will make the rebate $6800, leaving the net cost of garbage collec- 
tion and disposal about $44,800, a saving of $12,200 over the former contract. The sav- 
ing is really somewhat larger than this, as the amount of garbage collected has been 


much larger than under the old contract. 

“The efficiency of the service in Washington is due, in large measure, to the 
constant supervision of the district superintendent of street cleaning, who strictly 
enforces the regulations and the terms of the contract. The contracting company 
is required to discharge immediately any employe who may falsify any report he 
may be called upon to make. Any such discharged employe cannot be re-employed 
by the contractor on any work under his contract.

The crime which causes most lynchings should be swiftly 
punished. That goes without saying. “It certainly ought to 
be possible by the proper administration of the laws to secure 
swift vengeance upon the criminal,” said Mr. Roosevelt. “And 
the best and immediate efforts of all legislators, judges and 
citizens should be addressed to securing such reforms in our 
legal procedure as to leave no vestige of excuse for those mis- 
guided men who undertake to reap vengeance through violent 
methods.” 

In other words, enforce the law, prosecute all offences, brace 

up legislators, judges, prosecuting officers and see that legal 
procedure is prompt, energetic, certain. And see to it that the 
technicalities designed to protect the innocent are not em- 
ployed to save the guilty. ) 
_ Lawlessness appears wherever and whenever the courts are 
inefficient. The remedy is, not more lawlessness, as Mr. 
Graves absurdly argues, but a strong infusion of courage, 
honesty and intelligence into the organs of justice.

A lesson in easy government hus just been taught us by six 
candidates for constable in Henrico County, Virginia.

There would be no more bickering and scrambling for office;

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PARIS TUNNEL WRECK. 

It appears that the burning of the electric trains in the 
Paris underground railway, which caused the appalling loss 
of life on Tuesday, was due to a damaged motor, which set 
fire to the first train. This brings up once more the problem 
of safer insulation in electric motors and dynamos. The 
insulating material now used is extremely inflammable, and 
the mere jumping of a spark in the coils of a motor may 
start a fierce combustion. A fire from this source also pro- 
duces thick and “suffocating smoke, and doubtless the Paris 
disaster was made more dreadful by such fumes. 

The efforts of inventors should be exhausted to find some 
non-combustible material for electric insulation. Suc- 
ceas would mean the saving of thousands of lives. 

Meanwhile the lesson of the Paris horror would seem to be 
that electric. motors, especially those used in underground 
railways, should be so thoroughly encased in metal and kept 
eo far away from any of the woodwork of the train, that in 
case of a short circuit causing the motor to catch fire, the 
insuJation could burn itself out harmlessly. Electric trains 
should be safer than those run by steam. The danger from 
fire should be eliminated. Surely inventors and mechanics

THE BALKAN TROUBLES. 


Competent observers agree that conditions in southeastern 
Europe are full of warlike possibilities. Even Mr. Balfour, who 
generally looks on the cheerful side of events, said in the | 
British Parliament the other night that he was “unable to 
give any satisfactory assurances regarding the situation.” 

After giving the facts as he knew them the British premier 
declared that it was the policy of the government “to aid 
Russia and Austria in introducing the elementary principles 
of sound government, which for the present constituted the 
best means of dealing with the deep-seated evil.” 

Had this been Fngland’s policy in 1878 Europe would prob- 
ably not be in fear of a gigantic war today. 

In that year, after the terrible siege of Plevna, the Russian 
armies advanced toward the Bosphorus, but were halted when 
within sight of Constantinople by a menace of war from Eng- 
 fJand. The treaty of San Stefano, negotiated by Rv sia and 
_ urkey, was torn up and the miserable makeshift 
of Berlin forced upon the victor. Inst 
in: intro the elementary princi: 
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 qqeakabie Turk practically in possession of pretty much every- 
thing he had before the war. Of course the Turk continued to 
practice the principles of the worst possible government among 
the harassed people of the southeast. 

The wind, sown by Beaconsefild in 1878, threatens to re- 
appear as a whirlwind in 1908 to torment his successor. But 
happily that successor’s wisdom is not disabled by « gorgeous 
imagination and he may bring “peace with honor” out of the 
chaos without supporting a barbarous government. 


About 100 lives were lost in the Paris turinel accident. And 
most of us were more shocked by the news than by the 
fact that this number is about the same as the yearly record of 
deaths from street railway accidents in St. Louis. After years of 
comparative safety, the Parisians perish by the hundred. The 
sacrifice of St. Louis life is continuous. The difference is only 


apparent. 


THE MERCHANTS’ PETITION. 
The petition of the merchants presented to the executive 
committee of the Business Men’s League Wednesday afternoon 
is a strong protest against present intolerable terminal con- 
ditions and an appeal for the relief of the congestion. 
“The difficulties arising from these conditions recur with 
greater frequency year by year,” say the petitioners, and the 
committee is requested to take steps to confer with the proper 
officials “for the purpose of tmproving upon the present meth- 
ods of handling shipments to and from St. Louis, with the 
further object in view that railroad lines deliver all freight 
intended for 8t. Louis in 8t. Louis.” 
As the Post-Dispatch has already observed this fs a great 
and important stroke of business for St. Louis. The terminal 
facilities must be commensurate with the demands of the 
city’s trade, and to enable St. Louis to expand to the extent 
of her natural advantages the terminals should be located in 
St. Loufs and the iniquitous bridge arbitrary abolished. 
If the ts of St. Louis will follow up thelr petition 
and insist upon St. Louis terminals and the abolition of the 
tribute to monopoly they can be assured of succesa. No mon- 
opoly ever holds out against a strong, intelligent and well-di- 
rected popular movement. Perseverence will force the conces- 
sions, even from the terminal monopoly. 


Western cattlemen are complaining that it is no longer pos- 
sible to sell cattle on merit. The packing house buyers are 
said to be in a combine and the cattlemen must take packing- 
house prices. The matter is of no interest to the consumer, 


as he must pay big prices anyhow. 
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HOME CLUBS FOR WOMEN. 
Housekeeping clubs in Boston and other cities propose to 
provide comfortable homes for “unattached females” and at 
the same time create a new employment for some women. 
A house is rented in a desirable neighborhood by a club of 
women, furnished according to their means and taste and a 
housemother employed to act as manager, housekeeper or di- 
rector. 

This is a modification of the woman’s hotel notion which 
seems desirable. 

Women of kindred tastes, united in friendship, can, at com- 
paratively little cost to each, have the advantage of home— 
comfort, companionship, privacy, etc. 

Here is an opportunity for the lady who has a talent for 
housekeeping to earn a good support for herself while rendering 
a service to her sister women. Such a woman can organize a 
club, choosing unattached women congenial to herself and each 
other, and establish a colony in some big house. The scheme 
seems practical. At any rate it works well in Boston.

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THE EDUCATED WOMAN OF TOMORROW 


Heloise EB. Hersey in the Outlook. 

Great as has been the demand for adap- 
tation made upon the whole race, that 
made upon women alone has been still 
greater. Here are some typical facts. In 
1800 less than one hundred women were em- 
ployed in factories in the United States. 
Employment in other lines outside those 
strictly domestic was rare. Even women 
teachers were few. Today five millions of 
women are engaged in the United States 
in four hundred different wage-earning oc- 
cupations. 

In 1800 there was not a college in the 
world open to women. In 1899 in this coun- 
try 308 colleges were open to both men 
and women, 127 to men alone and 170 to 
women alone—an actual advantage of 4 in 
favor of womon. 

In 1900 there were in colleges in this 
country 58,467 men and 34,407 women—that 
is, nearly © per cent as many women as 
men, 

In 1900, in the United States, degrees 
were conferred on 10,73% men and on 4293 
wormen—more than one-third as many 
women as men. 

The fleld that the collegq@ alone has 
thrown open to women is of bewildering 
extent and charm. Friendship, athletics, 
scientific research, several of the pro- 
fessions, have brought us their novel of- 
ferings. Surprises have been so numerous 
that women have almost lost the power 
of being surprised. Education, physical 
vigor, social influence, accomplishments— 
these are our weapons for the battle of 
life; they are not victory, nor do they 
insure it. The very phrase ‘the educated 
woman’’ is a misleading one, but it myst 
serve in default of a better. The woman 
of the future will] hold her education at its 
due worth, and unless she does so hold it 
she will be unworthy of it. 

This future woman will have the most 


has ever known. She will have the sin- 
cerity of the Quaker and the elegance of 
the French woman of the salon. Mr. 
Reecher used to say that he couldn’t see 
why the devil should have all the good 
music. Why should the fools have all the 
good manners? Is there any reason, be- 
cause I have studied the plays of Shak- 
speare, that I should enter the room like a 
frightened rustic? Ought not “the com- 
pany of the high and most glorious poets” 
to set me free among my peers? Are a 
strident voice, a hurried gait, an elbowing 
push, the necessary feesult of the thorough 
study of the natural laws of this weil-or- 
dered and noiseless universe?

ORGANIZED LABOR 
CLASSED AS. MOB 


Denunciatory Speech by D. M. Parry 
~ Before the New York Chau- 
tauqua,. ~ 


“RELIES NOT ON ~ REASON’ 


The Speaker Declares That Trades 
Unions Stand Convicted as Law- 
less Organizations. 


CHAUTAUQUA, N. Y., Aug. 13.—D. M. 
Parry, president of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers, today delivered an 
address before the conference on ‘The 
Mob Spirit in America."’ Mr. Parry spoke 
on “Mob Spirit in Organized Labor.’ He 
said, in part: 

“In this country in the last year there 
have been many mobs; of different kinds, 
but to my gnind the most dangerous of 
them all is the mob of organized labor. 
No man, I take it, can object to any kind 
of an association, labor or other, which is 
organized for lawful and beneficient pur- 
poses, but organized labor, as it is con- 
ducted today, stands convicted by its own 
leaders as a lawless organization. 


“In that it seeks by physical force to 
override individual ehts and its con- 
tinually railing against the laws and de- 
nouncing courts and public officials for 
enforcing these laws, it fulfills all the 
requirements of the definition of moboc- 
racy. Unlike the lynching bees and the 
vigilance committees, it is what might 
be termed a standing mob, under fair 
discipline by its officers and ready upon 
occasion to commit the overt acts of 
outrage and destruction which are the 
outward manifestation of the mob’s 
spirit. It declares in effect that its will 
is superior to customs, traditions, gov- 
ernment regulations and even to the 
constitution of the country. It asserts 
that the individual has no inherent 
rights that cannot be taken away from 
him, and that, therefore, it has the right 
to say that no man shall work and that 
no  atelicd shall run without its con- 
sent. 

“In its attempt to compel a recogni- 
tion of its pretensions to sovereignty, it 
relies not on reason, but upon coercion, 
intimidation and the Sludgeon. In its 
continual preachments against law and 
its constant appeal to the baser pas- 
sions of men it is doing more than any 
other agency to inculcate the mob spirit 
and to encourage the unfurling of the 
red flag of anarchy. 

“The president of the Chicago Federa- 
tion of Labor recently declared in an in- 
terview: ‘The Presfdent deals a death- 
blow to organized labor when he declares 
that he cannot discriminate in its favor. 
it sounds fair on the face of it, but with- 
out discrimination we are just where we 
started. What we have been fighting for 
~ union jabor to the exclusion of all oth- 
oY. 

“These are the words of a conservative 
among union leaders and they voice the 
sentiment of the agitators the country 
over. To their mind, if you deny the right 
of their organization to commit illegal 
acts, you are attempting to crush it. If 
organized labor has only lawless purposes 
it gught to be crushed. 

“During the last vear the attempts to 
force men to give allegiance to strike 
bosses in their plans to set up an oligarchy 
that will control industry independent of 
the laws of the country have resulted in 
mob conditions in many of the leading cen- 
ters. Supremacy of law and order has sus- 
tuined not only many severe shocks, but 
the nation has also last millions of dollars 
by the organized idleners of thousands of 
men. This loss must fall heavier upon the 
man who depends on his daily wage than 
upon those who have something to fall 
back on. It is time that the workmen 
of this country were learning tha, for the 
millions of dollars thev pay in-sdlarics two 
the agitators they are creating in return 
nothing but ceascless trouble. “nforced 
idleness and less of the comforts of life. 
Thev are also biddtng for the destruction 
of their most precious possession—that of 
industrial liberty. Their investments in 
mobocracy are mighty poor investments.”’

CASTRO NOW SEEKS REVENGE

‘Plans to Bankrupt Trinidad and Cura- 

coa, Rebel Strongholds, by Tak- 
ing Their Trade From Them. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—President Castro 
of Venezuela, it is reported in this city, 
‘is formulating plans to take away the 
‘trade of the islands of Curacoa and Trin- 
‘faud because of the aid given by them to 
‘the recent insurrection against the Ven- 
| ezuelan government. 
The British and 


Dutch islands live in 
a great degree on their trade with Ven- 
ezuela, being ports of reshipment for 
American and European merchandise, 
‘this trade, it is wnderstood, President 
Castro will’ endeavor to divert to Ven- 
ezuelan ports. The reshipment of goods 
from here is done because of a lack of 
facilities to reach some of the smad 
Venezuelan ports direct. This volume of 
trade requires the use of many ware- 
houses, light<rs and trucks, and makes 
Trinidad and Curacoa calling ports for 
many steamers which otherwise would not 
stop there. Besides, sevora] thousand la- 
borere are kept employed the year round 
handling the shipments of Venezuela. 

The decree, which is soon expected from 
President Castro, also will have the ef- 
fect of placin a check on the wholesale 
sinuggling that is now notorlously carried 
on between the islands and © small 
ports of Venezuela. 

In his administration President Guzman 
Rianco issued a decree pacing an add- 
tional duty of per cent on all N 
reshipped at Curacoa or Trinidad. hese 
West Indian islanda always have been 
the headquarters of Venezuelan and (Co- 
lombian exiles and rebels. While the re- 
‘ently suppressed insurrection was bein 
waged against the Castro regime, fill- 
bustering expeditions of men and arms 
are said to have been permitted to depart 
without a word of protest.
